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Gross  farm  income,  production  costs,  and  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators 
are  all  expected  to  be  at  record  high  levels  in  1946.  The  increase  in  farm  income  will 
result  largely  from  higher  prices,  as  the  total'  volume  of  farm  production  for  sale  and 
hone  consumption  in  1946  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  1945.

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  may  total  somewhat  less  than  the  pre- 
liminary estimate  of  23  billion  dollars  for  I9H6.    As  no  production  payment 
programs  are  now  anticipated  in  I9U7  for  dairy  products,  beef  cattle*,  and  sheep, 
Government  payments  to  farmers  are  likely  to  show  a  sharp  decline0    With  such  " 
payments  included  in  the  comparison  total  cash  receipts  in  19*4-7  my  show  a  de~ 
cline  of  about  5  percent  from  iqH6c    Among  the  assumptions  underlying  this 
estimate  are  (l)  average  yields  per  acre  comparable  to  recent  years  and  (2)  a 
relatively  small  decline  in  the  average  of  prices  received  by  farmers.. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  19*4-6  are  expected  to  reach  a  new 
peak  of  about  23  billion  dollars ,  or  10  percent  above  I9U50    In  addition, 
Government  payments  are  expected  to  totai  about  S50  million  dollars,  also  10 
percent  above  last  year.    The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  in  I9U6  is  at  about 
the  same  level  as  in  19*4-5?  tat  prices  received  by  farmers  are  likely  to  average 
about  10  percent  higher.    The  increase  in  cash  receipts,  therefore,  has  been 
largely  the  result  of  higher  prices „    Increases  in  ceiling  prices  for  some  eom~ 
modi ties  in  May  and  for  others  in  September,  and  marked  advances  in  the  prices 
of  some  products  when  price  controls  were  suspended,  have  all  contributed  to 
higher  average  prices  in  19*4-6. 

With  19*4-6  showing  a  further  increase  in  the  volume  of  crop  marketing 
total  crop  receipts  will  be  about  20  percent  higher  than  in  I9U5*  Especially 
significant  is  a  50<=percent  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  wheat,  as  a  result 
of  particularly  large  crops  sold  at  higher  average* prices .

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In  19^7,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  may  total  around  22  'billion 
dollars-    Government  payments  to  farmers,  however,  may  "be  down  "by  as  much  as 
GO  percent      A  slight  increase  in  total  receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
is  a  possibility  for  194-7,  "but  it  is  expected  that  this  will  "be  more  than  off- 
set ^by  a  decline  in  total  crop  receipts.    If  crop  conditions  are  about  average, 
the  volume  of  marketings  of  both  crops  and  livestock  in  1947  will  probably  be 
slightly  below  1946.    This  may  be  accompanied  by  some  increase  in  the  prices 
received  for  livestock  and  products,  but  the  average  of  all  prices  received 
by  farmers  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  less.  - 

Production  Expenses 

Production  expenses  in  1946  and  1947  are  likely  to  continue  the  upward 
trend  which  has  prevailed  since  the  beginning  of  the  recent  war  period.  Total 
farm-production  costs  in  1946  will  be  about  10  percent  higher  than  the  11.4 
billion  dollars  in  1945;  and  a  further  increase  of  as  much  as  5  percent  may 
occur  next  year.  .  The  indicated  total  for  1947  will  be  about  two  and  a  .quarter 
times- as  large  as  in  1932,  and  nearly  half  again  as  great  as  in  1920,  the 
highest  year  prior  to  World  War  II.    Increasing  prices  for  nearly  all  commodi- 
ties used  in  production  are  of  primary  importance  in  bringing  about  relatively 
high  production  expenses  in  1946  and  1947 • 

Greater  costs  of  hired  labor  are  also  contributing  materially  to  the 
increase  in  total  production  costs.    With  farm  employment  in  1946  slightly 
above  last  year,  and  farm-wage  rates  the  highest  on  record,  the  total  cost  of 
hired  labor  in  1946  will  probably  be  about  10  percent  above  1945.    With  small 
additional  increases  Expected  in  1947  in  both  employment  and  wage  rates,  total 
labor  costs  may  show  another  5-percent  increase. 

Expenditures'  for 'purchased  feed  are  also"  making  substantial  gains.  In- 
creases in  feed  prices  in  1946  were  large  enough  to  more  than  offset  the 
decline  in  numbers  of  livestock  fed;  and  the  total  cost  of  purchased  feed  this 
year  may  show  a  gain  of  10  or  15  percent  over  1945-     In  1947  the  prospect  of 
slightly  lower  prices  and  decreased  numbers  of  livestock  to  be  fed  would 
reduce  expenditures  for  this  purpose. 

Rent  to  nonfarm  landlords  is  also  rising  with  higher  net  returns  from 
farming.    Rents  this  year  may  amount  to  as  much  as  20  percent  more  than  in 
1945;  and  only  a  relatively  small  decline  is  expected  in  1947. 

The  cost  of  operating  motor  vehicles  on  farms  will  probably  increase 
both  for  1946  and  1947.    The  numbers  of  trucks  and  automobiles  on  farms  will 
probably  rise  as  production  is  stepped  up  and  purchases  of  new  vehicles  in- 
crease/  With  fuel  prices  and  repair  costs  also  rising,  the  costs  of  motor- 
vehicle  operation  may  show  almost  a  15-percent  increase  in  1946,  and  probably 
another  15-percent  increase  in  1947*  • 

Charges  for  maintenance  and  depreciation  may  show  gains  of  5  or  10  per- 
cent in  1^46  and  also  in  1947 .     Increased  purchases  of  motor  vehicles  as  well 
as  larger  expenditures  on  farm  buildings  may  rfciee  total  depreciation  charges, 
especially  in  1947*

CURBEIIT  MONTHLY  ESTIMATES 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  the  First  g  Months  of  19U6 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  g  months  of  1Q46 
were  around  13.J00  million  dollars,  nearly  g  percent  above  the  same  period  in 
1945.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  showed  a  gain  of  about  5  percent 
over    last  year,  largely  because  of  unusually  large  marketings  of  meat  animals 
at  relatively  high  preices  during  July  and  August.    Crop  receipts  may  h^ve  risen 
by  as  much  as  12  percent,  with  receipts  from  grains,  oil-bearing  crops,  vegetables 
and  fruits  and  nuts  all  sharing  in  the  increase. 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  August 

,         Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  August  probably  totaled  about 
2,400  million  dollars,  approximately  one-third  higher  than  in  August  of  last 
year,  and  about  5  percent  above  July  1946.    Receipts  from  livestock  and 
products  were  maintained  at  the  same  high  level  as  in  July,  and  crop  receipts 
were  up  about  10  percent,  with  both  commodity  groups  showing  about  the  usual 
seasonal  relationship  with  the  previous  month.

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State  and  Regional  Estimates  for  June  * 

Total  cash  receipts  in  June  increased  over  June  19^-5  in  the  South  Central 
and  Western  Regions  and  declined  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central  and  North 
Atlantic  Regions  with  a  resulting  decline  of  k  percent  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 
Although  more  States  showed  decreases  than  increases,  the  declines  were  all 
moderate,  whereas  the  increases  ranged  up  to  more  than  50  percent  in  Horida  and 
kO  percent  in  North  Dakota  and  Montana.    Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and 
products  were  "below  June  19^-5  in  all  regions,  the  declines  ranging  from  U  per~ 
cent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  to  19  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  Region. 
Receipts  from  crops  in  all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic  Region  were  above 
the  same  month  last  year;  the  East  North  Central  gained  39  percent  and  the 
South  Central  Region  32  percent. 

Eor  the  first  half  year,  cash  receipts  from  all  commodities  combined  de- 
clined moderately  from  19*45  in  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central 
Regions,  "but  with  slight  percentage  gains  in  the  West  North  Central  and  Western 
Regions,  the. United  States  declined  only  2  percent.    By  States,  the  greatest 
gain  was  29  percent  in  South  Dakota,  while  Delaware,  North  Carolina  and  Kentucky 
decreased  aoout  ono-fcurth.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products      were  "below 
the  first  6  months  in  19^5  in  all  "but  the  West  North  Central  Region,  with  a 
maximum  decline  of  19  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.    Receipts  from 
crops  ranged  from  b  percent  "below  19^+5  in  the  South  Central  Region  to  27'  percent 
above  in  the  East  North  Central,  averaging  U  percent  above  in  the  country  a.s  a 
whole. 


North  Atlantic  Region 

Total  cash  receipts  declined  6  percent,  with  livestock  and  crops  showing 
about  the  same  percentage  change.    Livestock  and  products  decreased  U  percent, 
with  eggs,  broilers,  and  wholesale  milk  showing  the  greatest  decreases.    A  sub- 
stantial decrease  in  cash  receipts  from  truck  crops  was  largely  responsible  for 
a  10— percent  drop  in  cash  receipts. 

Eor  the  first  half  of  19U6,  receipts  from  crops  were  only  3  percent  less 
than  in  19^5*  despite  a  substantial  drop  in  receipts  from  apples.  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  products  declined  7  percent  with  income  froP  hogs,  wholesale 
milk,  and  broilers  dropping  sharply.    Total  cash  receipts  declined  6  percent. 

f«agt  North  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  June  increased  39  percent  over  June  I9^5t 
with  substantial  gains  in  receipts  from  corn,  oats,  strawberries,  wheat,  and 
soybeans.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  dropped  IS  percent,  reflecting 
a  sharp  decline  in  receipts  from  hogs  and  smaller  decreases  in  cattle,  eggs, 
and  butterfat.    Total  cash  receipt decreased  9  percent.    . .  •  •  .-- 

During  the  first  6  months,  income  from  crops  showed  a  gain  of  27  percent 
over  the  same  period  lastt  year  with  receipts  from  soybeans,  com,  oats,  and  wheat 
making  significant  increases.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  declined 
8  percent  with  rather  sharp  decreases  in  cattle,  hogs;  butterfat,  and  eggs.  No- 
significant  change  occurred  in  total  cash  receipts. 
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Vest  North. Central  Region 

Total  cash  receipts  declined  10  percent  from  June  13k*.    Wheat  was  large- 
ly responsible  for  an  increase  of  17  percent  in  crop  receipts.     Income  from 
livestock  and  products  showed  a  decline  of  19  percent,  with  receipts  from  cattle, 
hogs,  butterfat,  and  eggs  dropping  substantially. 

For  the  first  half  of  19^6,  total  cash  receipts  gained  3  percent.  Crop 
receipts  increased  9  percent,  reflecting  a  substantial  increase  in  wheat  and 
smaller    sains  in  oats  and  soybeans,  and  a  sharp  drop  in  corn.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  products  were  ahout  the  same  as  last  year,  as  a  sharp  increase  in 
hogs  was  ahout  offset  "by  decreases  in  cattle  and  "butterfat. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

A  notable  increase  in  June  receipts  from  Florida  oranges  accounted  for 
most  of  the  9  percent  gain  in  crops.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
declined  12  percent,  with  broilers  and  hogs  showing  greatest  decreases.  The 
change  in  total  receipts  was  not  significant. 

In  the  first  half  of  19^6,  total  cash  receipts  were  8  percent  less  than 
in  I9U5.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  dropped  19  percent,  with  income 
from  hogs  and  "broilers  showing  severe  declines.    No  significant  change  occurred 
in  total  crop  receipts,  as  oranges  increased  and  tobacco  decreased  sharply. 

.Sout h  Central  Region 

The  sharp  increase  in  income  from  wheat  accounted  for  the  largest  part  of 
the  gain  of  32  percent  in  crop  receipts  in  June  above  the  same  month  last  year. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  decreased  10  percent,  with  hogs,  "butterfat, 
and  eggs  accounting  for  most  of  the  decline.    Receipts'  from  all  commodities 
combined,  increased  6  percent. 

Total  cash  receipts  declined  8  percent  during  the  first  6  months  compared 
with  the  same  period  last  year.    Crop  receipts  dropped  6  percent,  reflecting 
substantial  decreases  in  income  from  tobacco  and  cotton.     Receipts  from  hogs, 
"butterfat,  and  cattle  showed  marked  declines,  and  total  receipts  from  livestock 
and  products  declined  10  percent. 

Western  Region 

The  large  crop  of  apricots  in  California  accounted  for  a  large  part  of 
the  9-percent  gain  in  crops  for  the  region  as  a  whole.    Receipts  from  livestock 
and  products  dropped  10  percent,  with  greatest  declines  in  cattle,  turkeys  and 
"butterfat.    Total  cash  receipts  increased  only  2  percent.    An  ususual  increase 
in  whept  receipts  in  Montana  resulted  in  a  36-percent  gain  in  total  cash  receipts 
in  that  State. 

During  the  first  half  year,  total  receipts  from  crops  increased  3  per- 
cent over  the  same  period  last  year,  as  increases  in  truck  crops  and  wheat  were 
only  partly  offset  "by  a  shnrp  drop  in  oranges.    Severe  declines  in  income  from 
"butterfat,  hogs,  and  "broilers  were  not  quite  offset  by  increases  in  receipts 
from  wholesale  milk  and  sheep  and  lambs,  with  total  livestock  down  slightly. 
Receipts  from  all  commodities  combined  were  about  the  same  as  last  year.
